X Investigation 

1 am a Detective with the East County Investigations Bureau and was assigned to conduct 
a follow-up investigation involving threats made against Ventura County Sheriffs Office 
Deputies by Heather Deen Locklear. I have reviewed the reports authored by Sergeant Camou, 
Deputy Alldredge, Deputy Dent, Deputy Price, and Deputy Nesgis who are all fulltime law 
enforcement officers employed by the Ventura County Sheriffs Office. The incident was also 
captured on body worn cameras by the involved deputies. The following is a synopsis of their 
reports and my review of the footage;

On February 25, 2018, at approximately 2141 hours. Deputies of the Ventura County 



Sheriffs Office responded to Westlake Village CA, 91360 for a 911 

call for domestic disturbance between Heather Locklear and her boyfriend, 

Locklear and^flftfcare in a dating relationship and live together at the location. 

Upon Deputy Alldredge’s and Deputy Nesgis’ arrival, Locklear’s sister, 

told them in person that Locklear reported to her that Locklear’s boyfriend, 

stated she did not know if that was 






choked her and tried to kill her. 
actually the case, but Locklear wanted the police called. 

Deputy Alldredge and Deputy Nesgis walked into the residence and heard arguing 
coming from a bedroom. Deputy Aildredge and Deputy Nesgis found Locklear and in 

the bedroom. was standing on the side of the bed leaning over Locklear and holding her 

wrists while Locklear was on the bed, lying back, with her feet on the floor. From my 
observations of the body worn camera recordings, it appeared that was restraining 

Locklear on the bed. Neither of them was striking each other or appeared to be struggling.

Deputy Nesgis attempted to interview Locklear in the bedroom room. Deputy Nesgis 
offered Locklear medical attention, but she refused stating she was not injured. Locklear first 
said thatf^^band she got into a fight, and tried to “choke” her. Deputy Nesgis asked 

Locklear if there were any marks on her neck to which Locklear immediately replied, “No.” 
Locklear said that 



tried to choke her approximately 20-30 minutes prior, and it stopped 
her from breathing. Deputy Nesgis asked if titter used both hands to strangle her, to which 

she replied, “I don't know.” Locklear said the figM started when lied to her, and she

attempted to get more details for the investigation by asking Locklear if they were facing each 
other when strangled her. Locklear replied, “How could I face him? He was like this.” 

Locklear demonstrated actions by holding both arms straight out and simulated both 

hands wrapped around a neck. Deputy Nesgis asked if that meant was behind Locklear.

She said, “No, in front of me.” Deputy Nesgis confirmed thatt^HB was facing her when he 
strangled her. Locklear said, “1 guess. I don’t even know. I fucking don’t know who was 
behind or in front.” Deputy Nesgis asked, “And you stopped breathing^’ Dbdklear said, “No! I 
fucking kicked him!” When Deputy Nesgis attempted to get details, Locklear became agitated 
and uncooperative. Locklear abruptly Stood up from where she ^fes lysing on the bed and stated, 
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“I don’t want to do this anymore.” She walked out *of Ihe bedroom and ordered Deputy 

Alldredge and Deputy Nesgis to leave the'house.

Locklear yelled at the deputies, “Get the fuck out of my housel” Deputy Nesgis informed

Locklear they were investigating a crime and were not going to leave. Locklear grabbed Deputy 
Alldredge by the bicep and pulled on it while or de ring him to-get_out ^f-the-heuse. - Deputy 
Alldredge tried to tell Heather they were investigating a crime;' but she walked away stating she 
would call the police and she did not care if she was wrong. Locklear was extremely agitated 
afcd upset.

Locklear walked to her bedroom and began to close the door. Deputy Alldredge put his 
foot in the doorway to prevent her from closing it, and to continue the investigation. Heather 

i- 

attempted to push Deputy Alldredge out of the doorway, and screamed, “Get the fuck out of my 
house!” *She battered Deputy Alldredge by kicking*him in his shin in an attempt to get his foot 
out of the doorway. The force was strong enough to force Deputy Alldredge’s leg out of the 
doorway. Locklear’slammed the door on Deputy Alldredge. Deputy Nesgis asked if 

there were any weapons in the house. replied, “No.” Deputy Nesgis asked Heisser if he 

choked Locklear. replied, “I didn’t touch her.” 

Sergeant Camou asked Locklear to exit the bedroom several times before she complied.

She continued to yell and scream at the deputies to leave her house while pacing back and forth 
in a very aggressive manner. Locklear yelled profanities at the deputies and tried to physically 
push Sergeant Camou and Deputy Nesgis with her hands out of the house. Deputy Nesgis told 
Locklear to keep her hands off of her. Sergeant Camou told Locklear several times the deputies 
needed to investigate and reminded Locklear that she is the one who asked her friend to call the 
police for her. Locklear denied requesting that the police be called.

Locklear exited the house and sat in her car. Sergeant Camou stood by with her.

Locklear exited her car and walked back into the house where deputies were interviewing 
witnesses. Locklear charged at Deputy Nesgis while screaming, “Get out of my fucking house!” 
Locklear grabbed Deputy Nesgis and tried to push her out of the room. Deputy Nesgis ordered 
Locklear not to touch her. Sergeant Camou had to grab Locklear’s arms to restrain her. 
Locklear continued to struggle and resist as Deputy Nesgis handcuffed her. Locklear was lying 
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Deputy Nesgis interviewed Locklear’s friend and she lives in 

the Locklear residence, ^^ptold Deputy Nesgis that she found Locklear and IMlpsitting in 
a car parked in the driveway, Locklear was in the front passenger seat and was in the 

driver’s seat .Locklear was kicking and was not allowing him to leave, Wtried to 

get Locklear away froml^^^^by asking her to come inside, hut r-notrlftar cefiisaH to-get 
The car. out of the car and Locklear followed him. Locklear told 0^Ktbto call the 

police, because ^^MAhad choked her. did not see jMMMhit or choke Locklear. 

stated that once«ftBggVand Locklear were inside the room, she stayed outside until the 
police arrived.

, During the incident, Locklear would repeatedly yell that Mi choked her, but woulii

not cooperate with the investigation. While they were taking Locklear into custody, she 
violently resisted by kicking the deputies. Locklear told the deputies, “He tried to kill me. He’s 

hi 

a felon! Let me the flick go!” Deputies ultimately arrested Locklear for violating Penal Code

sections 243(b) and 273.5(a). When taken to the hospital, deputies remained at Locklear’s home 


to complete the investigation.

Due to Locklear’s claims that she was choked, Deputy Alldredge transported Locklear to 
Los Robles Hospital for a medical clearance per the strangulation protocol and Deputy Price 
assisted. On the way to the hospital, Locklear continued to be belligerent making statements that 
she hoped Deputy AJldredge and his wife and kids would die. While at the hospital, Locklear 
kicked Deputy Price in the groin area, Locklear continued to be belligerent and stated to the 
deputies, “I hope no one fucking burns your entire department down, your fucking police 
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subject. 




In 2010, she was cited and released for Vehicle Code 20002(a)(l) * 
hit and run. There are additional calls for service dating back to 1991 that listed 

I, Westlake Village CA. 91360 as Locklear’s home address. There are also out of 
county arrests for drug and alcohol use. I conducted an additional record check of the address of 
the Ventura County Assessor V Property Database. The address shows the residence is owned by 



the Heather Locklear D Trust. The date of sale was November 30. 1990. 


III. Opinions and Conclusions 

I believe that based on my training and experience, and this investigation that Heather 
Locklear exhibited combative, belligerent, and aggressive behavior toward deputies during their 
investigation. Locklear battered resulting in visible injury, a violation of 

Penal Code 273.5(a)- Domestic Violence, a felony. She also battered several deputies, a 
violation of Penal Code 243(b)- Battery on a peace officer. Additionally, Locklear made a threat 
to shoot police if they come to her home again which I believe to be a felony violation of Penal 

A M 

Code 69- Threat against an executive officer. 1 base this belief on the history of law enforcement 
responses to her residence, and the threat Locklear made towards the deputies stating, "Get the 
fuck off my property. Don't ever come on it. All of you are not allowed. I don't give a fuck 
if anyone calls you. I will shoot you if you come on my property and take that as a threat 
and fucking put another count against me." 

Based on Locklear’s statement about shooting police, coupled with her having a Smith 
and Wesson Model 60 .38 caliber pistol with a serial number of AEZ5651 registered to her 
only five years prior to moving into her current residence, I believe she is in possession of this 
firearm and possibly others. Moreover, the existence of this firearm lends credibility to 
Locklear’s threat to shoot deputies during the lawful performance of their duties. Given that 
Locklear was under arrest for Penal Code 273.5(a) and Penal Code 243(b) at the time she made 
the threat, it appears the threat was designed to prevent or deter deputies from further 
investigating the crimes for which she had been arrested. The presence of a gun in Locklear’s 
home would tend to prove that she made the threat with the requisite intent, namely to prevent or 
deter an executive officer from performing his or her duties. Locklear’s possession of a gun 
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shows shs-had the ability to act on her threat to shoot deputies. The seizure of this and any other 
firearm located on the- premises will not only provide further evidence of her intent to commit a 
Penal Code 69 but will also prevent Locklear from carrying out her threat against law 
enforcement. 

Locklear has a history of drug and alcohol related incidents. Based on her daughter’s 
statement^ Locklear had also been drinking on this night as well and appeared out of control. 
Based on my training and experience, I know that people who are intoxicated by drugs and/or 
alcohol exhibit lowered inhibitions, clouded judgement, erratic behavior, aggression, and are 
unpredictable. Furthermore, deputies have responded to her residence in regards to Locklear 
being reported as a suicidal subject. Based on my training and experience, suicidal people have 
been known to commit “suicide by cop” where the subject intentionally provokes a lethal force 
encounter to force police to shoot them as a method of suicide. 

Due to the history of past police responses, there is a high probability that police will 
respond again to Locklear’s home in the future. Her threat to shoot police the next time they 
respond to her home, coupled with her erratic, aggressive behavior toward law enforcement, and 
the fact there is a record that Locklear does own a firearm presents a legitimate threat to law 
enforcement. Aside from the probability of police having to respond to her home a gain, 

i- 

Locklear’s threat to stalk deputies indicates a continuing threat to law enforcement. 

1 believed that Westlake Village CA. 91360 is Heather 

Locklear's correct home address based on the Ventura County Assessor’s Property Database, 
and this is where she was arrested during this incident, Additionally, there are numerous police 
contacts that list that address for Locklear spanning back to 1991. 

Wherefore it is respectfully requested that a search warrant for the above property be 
issued. I swear under penalty of peijury that the foregoing is true and correct to the best of my 
information and belief. 
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
